Commend us to a true woman of mind when
we ueed & Inend!

Dumas, like other men preat and small who

were boro in the enrly part of the present cen
tury, can number at this day butnsmail sprink-
hing of his early nesociates.  He has lately been
cnlled on to write a biographical preface to u
nsthumons work of an old friend and mwan of
¢iters, Hoger de Beaovoir, ove who was not
driven into the profession by need, It were
better for him, perbaps, if he had been: for
thoogh bis friend handles his memory tenderly,
it is evident that hia wasa life Gflilau'l[luliml,
The book to which allusion bas becn made
enters into some amusing particulars of eccens
tric charucters kuown to the author, and lorms a
volume of amusing reading. The writer's
renl nanme was  Roger de Bully: bat
his  uncle {(Deputy  de Bully) ablige]
bim, when he took to the professisn of letters,
fo nesume o vew soruame. The enforced change
was really & happy one, He was born in Paris,
25tk November, 1509, and st o cearly age im-
bibed s taste for lotions on medhvyval subjects,
In 1885 he went to Holland, and readed there
fome time: and In his after works he mtroduced
mouy lnterestivg sketches of the life he wit-
nessed there. He muarrled Mad'lle Leocadie
Doze, & beautifol and accomphished actress, in
1840; but the uuion. ns 1 many other similar
conditions, was not & happy one, The gepara-
tion ot the gifted pair was effected, with much
volee, in 1860, and the husband zought balm for
s wonoced feclings by publisbing a metrical
account of the trial. His wile, a native of
Heunebon in Morobau, Beit'auy, was known in
the world of Ieiters, She died 30th October,
18560, at the carly age of thirty-seven years and
ten days.

This is the prosnle side of the matter; lel as
look at 1l from Dumas' poetic point of view.

“He gultted his house (I'Hotel Pimodan) in
1845, He would quit Parir, he would quit Franes,
he would retnrn to Ameries, to Italy, to Spuin,
g0 where he bad never beeo, to san Fraucisco,
to Indla, to Chipa, to New Caledonin. e
remaiped, and the man least dtted u the worl 4
to be o husbanud wedded a woman the least fitted
to ke a wie, How explain thi-? He a
charming young munp, she an adorable young
woman !

]{n;_-lj de leauvolr, as hiz  friend ERYS,
enjeyed an iron consdfubion, covstant good
bealith (he imples that he abused these gifts),
and consoled him=clf jor the domestic estrange-
ment, but wot in a Christian or philosopuic
way. In November, 1861, when reacning for
a Look In bis Library, Rue Ricuer, he fell, and
the resutis were a swelling of the abdomen and
lege. The most skilful doetors in Puris were
gmwong his intimate frends.  They did all that
could be effected by zeul and ekill, but for
eighteen mouths the melady wont on increasing,
At last nn operation wes deemed necossary, and
Dr, Favrot was selecred to pexform it, But we
ure miublu without Dumus’ uid to describe the
sequel.

“Favrot presenied himeell before the invalid
with the resolution come to by the physicians
in one hand, sand the Instrument of torture in
the other. Roger félt the frows quars (threo
quariers, the jnstrument), and smd he would
riaher die than vudergo the operation,

Poor Riger bad fourteen puysicinus, He en-

But the eveny hod only made s temporary
retreat,. With the fogs and trosts of winter it
returncd, and fors long we the poor ninn wus
pnable to e down. He lived on, however, till
August, when he wag vicited by Count
O'Hagacty (W Egherty in the txt) and Father
Aubert, twoo! his carly trlevds. Having re-
eeived allthe religious consolatiousin the power
of his friends to atiord, e died next day, re
talving couscionsness to the last,
